Re Claim 7: The prior art fails to anticipate or render obvious the claimed 
limitations including: "wherein the first layers are not in direct contact with one another 
and the second layers are not in direct contact with one another" in combination with "a 
graded buffer layer beneath a bottom layer of the photodiode" and in combination with
